I the First Presbyterian Church of 
I New York. 
The issue had been clearly drawn,

Asembly and a subsequent communi­ 
cation formally tendered the minis- 
* ter by the Presbytery of New York. 
I It was considered reasonably cer­ 
tain t h e ' resignation would be ac­ 
cepted.
